lX>NDON,  March  II. — Prtooners  In 
the  Uerman  camp  at  Olessan  say  their 
food  supply  is  much  better  today  than  a 
few  months  svo,  accordlnir  to  a  report 
mada  by  tha  Unlt^  States  Embassy  to 
tha  Hrltlsh  Uovarnment.  Their  treat- 
ment In  the  ramp  Iteelf  calla  for  no 
complaint,  but  several  apoka  of  tha 
unsatisfactory  conditions  In  the  vari- 
ous worklns  oampa.  Some  voice  their 
objeotlona  to  parformlnc  allotted  tasks 
on  the  (round  that  assistance  is  (Iven 
thereby  to  the  enemy.  Others  said 
they  did  not  like  to  accept  wavea  for 
their  work.  '4carlnf  their  pay  would  ba 
stopped    In    England. 

It  was  explained  to  them  that  on 
principle  they  could  be  forcad  to  work, 
or  take  punlahm«>nt  for  their  refuaal  to 
do  ao.  but  If  they  object  to  any  par- 
ticular kln4  of  work  •■  conaolaplious 
grounds,  they  should  make  their  objec- 
tions known  to  the  aarmaa  officers  la 
charge.

LONDON,  March  II.— Though  looking 
rather  fatigued.  Sir  Sam  Hughes  agreed 
to  be  Interviewed  by  the  London  news- 
paper mei^  today.  He  told  them  that 
his  stay  In  Sngiand  would  be  abort, 
and  thCt  he  Intended  to  vielt  the  boys 
at  the  front  before  be  returned  to 
Canada.  The  Oeneral  gave  a  aatlsfac- 
aooount  or  roiranUi  Va  Canaila, 
aaylng  that  men  ware  enlisting  at  tha 
rata  of  one  thousand  a  day  when  he  left 
Canada. 

"This  kverage,"  he  aald.  "could  easily 
l>e  Increased,  but  wa  could  not  cope  with 
more  until  Spring,  because  wa  have  not 
the   facilities   to  accommodate   them." 

As  to  Lord  Shaughnessy's  misgivings 
over  undue  depletion  of  men  for  neces- 
sary work  on  farma,  Sir  Sam  said: 

"I  have  already  replied  to  that 
There's  not  one  third  of  tha  men  of  mili- 
tary age  In  Canada  who  are  with  the 
colors,  and  while  I  am  alive  to  tha 
economic  altuatlon,  eapoelally  as  regards 
agrlcultura,  I  can  aoa  no  cause  for  ap- 
prehension. 

"Canadian  citlea  and  towns,  whera 
public  opinion  Is  most  alive  to  Its  direct 
Interest  In  this  great  struggle,  have  re- 
aponded  nobly  to  the  call,  and  now  that 
■pedal  means  have  boon  taken  to  en- 
lighten those  in  the  rural  dIstrlcVi,  they 
are    raapondlng    satisfactorily." 

The  general  waa  aaked  If  tha  bi- 
lingual dispute  In  Ontario  and  Quebec 
had  hampered  recruiting  in  Quebec  and 
Oatarlo.     He  replied: 

"No.  I  have  heard  of  no  dlsputa  t 
am  perfectly  satlsned  with  the  way 
French    Canadians    have    responded." 

The  Minister  could  not  m—  tha  need 
for  any  form  of  compulalon  In  tho 
Dominion,  nor  waa  the  question  a  live 
Issue  thera  The  spirit  of  Canadlana 
as  a  wnole  with  regard  to  the  preaent 
war  was  no  mere  "arm  chair  sentiment." 
They  mean  to  flght  to  the  flnlah.  until 
Kalaerlsm   Is   doomed    for   all    time. 

"In  my  opinion,"  he  said,  "this  great 
venture  at  Verdun  Is  the  last  great 
attack  tha  Oermana  will  make.  I  re- 
gard It  aa  the  turning  point  of  the  war. 
The  British  and  French  authoritien  ara 
more   than   aatisfled    with    the   results." 

One  of  the  Interviewers,  with  unaffect- 
ed simplicity,  aaked  tha  general  if  he 
meant  to  lead  the  Canadians  Into  Berlin. 

"Wall,"  said  Sir  Sam,  "If  Sir  Douglaa 
Halg  goea,   I  am  going  with  him." 

Tomorrow  General  Hngtaaa  win  hold 
a  conference  with  tha  Canadian  brlga- 
dlcrs.  when  the  question  of  the  raorgan- 
iiation  of  the  Canadian  forcea  will  bo 
discuaaad.

LEGION  OF  HaNOR 

AND  MILITARY  MEDAL 


Impressive  Ceremony  at  Con- 
ferring of  Decorations  — 
•Name  of  Captain  Richard- 
son, Who  Was  Killed,  on  List. 


LONDON.  March  SI.— The  French 
military  authorltlea,  who  have  long  ad- 
mired the  splendid  gallantry  of  the  Can- 
adian forces,  gave  public  proof  of  their 
appreciation  two  days  ago  by  decorating 
a  numt>er  of  ofllcera  and  men  with  the 
Legion  of  Honor  and  the  Military  Medal, 
says  a  dispatch  from  Philip  Olbba.  In 
the  Dally   Telegraph   today. 

"A  great  Canadian  guard  of  honor 
with  two  'brass  bands  and  the  pipers 
of  the  Canadian  Scottish  waa  drawn 
up  in  the  square  of  an  old  Flemish 
town.  Opposite  them  was  a  column  of 
French  Infantry. 

"*Vl  group  t>f  generals  and  atatF  ofBcrra 
stood  in  advance  of  the  men.  and  the 
oRlcars  and  non-commissioned  officers 
who  were  to  receive  the  dacoratlona 
were  In  a  aeparate  place.  It  aeemed 
atranga  that  Canadian  aoldiera  ahould 
be  here  to  receive  the  klaa  of  a  French 
general  aa  he  passed  along  thair  llnaa 
with  hla  ataff,  while  the  bands  played 
The  Maraelllalse,'  and  the  general  com- 
manding the  Canadian  corps  Inspected 
the  French  troops.  Then  the  trl-color 
was  brought  forward  by  a  guard  of 
honor,  and  with  that  symbol  of  the 
spirit  of  France  unfurled  In  tha  grey 
old  market-place,  the  French  general 
pinned  the  LegTon  of  Honor  and  the 
Military  Medal  on  the  breasts  of  the 
men  marked  out  for  tha  honor,  and 
salutcMl  them  with  that  kiss  which 
Franca  gives  to  those  who  defend  her 
honor. 

"Canada  will  be  proud  of  her  aoldiera 
who  now  wear  the  ribl>ons  of  French 
chivalry.  They  have  won  them  by  good 
and  brave  work  on  the  Held  of  honor. 

"For  one  of  them,  Captain  Oeorga 
Taylor  Rtthardson.  of  the  2nd  Cana- 
dian Infantry  Battalion,  the  Cross  of 
Chivalry  in  tha  Legion  of  Honor  came 
too  late  except  as  a  memorial  of  hla 
gallantry,  for  he  waa  killed  on  Feb- 
ruary  0.

March  II.— Recruiting  In 
Canada  is  proceeding  at  the  rate  of 
more  than  one  thousand  men  a  day. 
During  the  two  weeks  from  February 
II  to  March  IS,  there  ware  recruited 
lt,07l    men   for   overseas   servlca 

In  mlliury  district,  number  it. 
which  represents  Manitoba  and  Baa- 
katchawan,  the  higheat  number  of  re- 
cruits were  secured — 1,171  men.  Tor- 
onto difltrict  was  s<>cond  with  1.014  men. 
In  the  Maritime  Provinces,  there  wero 
enlisted  1.120.  Tha  Kingston  district, 
which  includes  Ottkwa,  enlisted  I.OOt. 
There  were  1.4S0  men  recruited  In  Al- 
berta, 1.100  In  the  I.,ondon  diatrift  091 
In  British  Columbia,  720  In  Montreal, 
and  111  In  Quebec. 

The  total  enlistment  for  tha  two 
montha  In  Ontario  wa«  t.lOt.  and,  in 
Quebec.

NEW  YORK,  March  II.— The  Ruaalan 
port  of  NIkolalevsk.  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Amur  River,  in  Siberia,  will  be  open- 
ed for  navigation  June  10,  providing  a 
new  channel  for  tha  importation  of 
goods  from  the  United  Statea,  the 
American-Ruaslan  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce in  this  city  waa  Informed  by  a 
cable  measage  recdived  todav  from 
Moacow.  ^^ 

The  opening  of  the  new  port  la  ex- 
pected greatly  to  facilitate  shipments  to 
Russia  because  of  tha  traffic  congestion 
at  Vladivostok  resulting  from  the  un- 
loading there  of  enormoua  quantitiea  of 
war  munitions  and  other  Oovemmant 
supplies. 

Ooods  received  at  NIkolalevsk  will  ba 
tranahipped  up  the  Amur  River  to  Btret- 
ylnsk,  where  connection  will  be  made 
with  a  railroad  Joining  the  Trana-BI- 
berlan  Railroad. 


TUIARRiED  MEN 


Earl  Derby  Points  Out  Effect 
of  Immediate  Release  of  All 
Single  Men  From  Munitions 
Work. 


LONDON,  March  II.— "Thi»  German 
Emperor  won't  wait,  and  tho  War  OlBce 
cannot  wait,  or  they  might  ba  able  to 
oonslder  and  avan  concede  aoma  of  your 
domaoda." 

Thla  waa  the  gist  of  a  i>rlef  reply 
given  today  bf  WW  'BilT  o<  t>ert>y  to  a 
dbputatloa  of  married  meft  who  had  at- 
tested and  who  demanded  the  enroll- 
ment of  every  married  man  before 
calling  up  the  others.  The  deputation 
also  urged  the  substitution  of  general 
military  aervlce  as  an  alternative  to  tha 
exiating  ayatem. 

Lord  Derby  added:  "No  matter, 
whether  married  or  aingle,  every  man 
should  ba  prepared  to  defend  his 
country." 

The  director  of  rearuiting  explained 
that  every  effort  waa  made  to  release 
single  men  from  munitions  and  other 
work,  but  the  Immediate  releast  of  all 
single  men,  he  said,  would  disorganisa 
both  the  munitions  supplies  and  the 
general  trade  of  the  country,  aa  married 
men  would  need  training  In  order  to 
take  their  places. 

Tke  agitation  on  the  part  of  the  mar- 
ried men  against  a  call  to  the  colors 
before  tha  eligible  single  men  have  all 
Joined  the  army  is  increasing  in  In- 
tensity. In  soma  London  suburbs,  such 
as  Dulwlch  and  Camt>erwell.  posters 
calling  up  groups  of  married  m«n  who 
hava  attested  hava  been  torn  down.  Tho

PERSECUTING  CARDINAL 

Toa  Btaatag  Bellowed  to  Be  OoatempUt- 

tag  rastker  Vroooodtags  Agataat 

Vrtaaate  af  Balglnm 


AMSTERDAM,  March  II.— According 
to  The  Tljd'a  Belgian  correspondent. 
Cardinal  llercler.  Primate  of  Belgium, 
has  sent  a  dignlfled  answer  to  the  Uer- 
man Uovernor-Oeneral  von  Bisslng's 
latter.  The  letter  of  the  rrardlnal  con- 
tends that  hla  Lenten  pastoral  communi- 
cation contained  nothing  the  Cardinal 
had  not  a  right   to  aay. 

It  reiterates  thst  tha  Qerman  occupa- 
tion of  Belgium  U  illegal,  and  protects 
against  interference  with  his  rights, 
both  as  a  prelate  and  a  cltls^h.  The 
Cardinal  deniee  General  von  Bisslng's 
charge  that  he  Is  seeking  to  produce 
"noxious  excitement"  among  the  popu- 
lace, which,  ha  saya,  conrtlnnas  to  dis- 
play a  calm  and  noble  attitude. 

The  correspondent  hints  at  punitive 
measures  against  Cardinal  Merrier,  and 
In  this  respect  refers  to  the  imprison- 
ment of  bishops  by  Germany  4t  yi 
ago,  during  the  Franco- Pruaalan  war.

SLIGHT  SUCCESS 

NEAR  MALANCOURT 


Flaming  Liquids  and  Intense 
'  Bombardment  Are  Employed 
— Thrust  Near  River  Bank 
Defeated  With  Loss. 


IX)NDON,  March  II.— By  a  Hanking 
attack  from  tha  extreme  west.  the 
Crown  Prince  la  now  trying  to  force 
the  abandonment  of  the  French  poaitiona 
on  the  northwest  front  of  Verdun,  ac- 
cording to  Paris  dispatches  tonight. 
The  German  offensive  west  of  Malan- 
cuurt  followed  the  failure  of  fronul  at- 
tacks to  break  the  French  front  west  of 
the  Meusa  The  Crown  Prince  Is  now 
applying  tha  familiar  "nutcracker"  atra- 
tegy  on  the  narrow  sector  ten  miles 
northwest  of  the  citadel. 

The  Uarman  thrust  near  Malancourt, 
eight  mUea  weat  of  Uta  Mauaa,  was  ac- 
companied by  an  advance  of  German 
troops  frm  Regnevlile  along  the  river 
bank.  The  plan  evidently  was  to  squaesa 
the  French  out  of  the  viltage  of  Cuml- 
eres  and  Chattancourt.  l>ehind  Dead 
Man's  Hill,  and  force  a  retirement  on 
the  northwestern  forts  of  Verdun. 

The  German  attacka  around  Malan- 
court met  with  aome  slight  success  at 
one  point.  By  the  use  of  Itamlng 
liquids  and  a  heavy  artillery  tire  the 
Germane  penetrated  a  few  French 
trenches  directly  west  of  MalancouU. 

The  attempt  to  advance  the  eaatem 
Jaw  of  the  "nutcracker,"  on  the  bank  of 
the  Meuse,  however,  met  with  fallura 
A  German  force  that  moved  southward 
from  Regnevlile  waa  caught  In  the 
flooded  lowlands  by  a  hot  Are  from  tho 
French  artllery  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Meuse  and  driven  back  with  serloua 
losses.

AWAL INCIE 


Sir  George  Paish's  Review  of 
Financial  Situation  in  Great 
Britain — Taxation  Still  Rel- 
atively Light. 


LONDON,  March  21. — Great  Britaln'a 
annual  Income  has  Increaaad  by  alK 
hundred  million  pounds  since  tha  begin- 
ning of  tha  war,  declared  Sir  Oaorgo 
Palsh,  the  tnanclal  suthorlty,  tn  a  leo- 
tura  today  on  war  finance  before  the 
Royal  Statlsticsl  Society,  and  tha  total 
now  baa  reached  three  billion  pounda 
Tho  nation,  said  the  speaker,  has  nearly 
succeeded  in  maintaining  its  productive 
power,  despite  the  withdrawal  of  ap- 
proximately four  million  men  from  ita 
Industrica 

If  allowance  were  made  for  the  tar 
creased  gold  stock  of  tha  country.  Sir 
George  declared,  the  nation  would  ba 
found  to  hava  sacceoded  in  moetlng  vir- 
tually the  whole  of  its  war  espendi- 
turea  ont  of  Its  Income  witho«it  needing 
xto  draw  upon  Its  sccumuUtiva  capital. 
Official  calculation  of  the  new  taxation 
impoacd  at  the  preaant  time  amounted  to 
tlt7.lll,tOO,  an4  Sir  Ooorge  estimated 
that  the  taxation  in  the  coming  year 
would  reach  nearly  14(0.000,000. 

On  the  whole,  the  speaker  aald.  the 
burden  of  taxation  was  light,  consider- 
ing the  circumstanoea,  aad  oomparad 
with  tke  burden  tke  country  bore  during 
the  Napoleonic  wars.  Tbe  national 
debt  before  the  war  waa  t707,0tt.OOO. 
It  would  be  I2,400.ttt,0«t  by  tbo  and  oT 
this  month.  Sir  George  a<Med.  aad  If 
tha  war  continued  another  year.  It 
wonM  be  not  far  abort  of  I«.OtO.Ott,tO«.

OTTAWA,  Ont..  Manch  21— The 
Commona  apent  another  day  considering 
Sir  Thomaa  Whlte'a  taxation  reaolu- 
tlons  arlaing  out  of  the  budget.  At 
10:10,  tko  final  reoolotlon  providing  for 
the  appointment  of  a  board  of  refer- 
anca  ta  deal  with  dlsputea  was  paaaad. 
The  bill  covering  the  details  of  the  ad- 
ministration  and  oollaction  of  taxation 
haa  atlll  to  ba  dealt  with  by  the  Houao^ 

During  the  course  of  the  discussion 
today.  Sir  Thomas  gave  some  details  of 
tha  department's  organisation  which 
will  have  charge  of  the  collection  of 
taxes.  Ha  said  that  In  addition  to  an 
Incraaaa  in  tha  headquarters  staff  at 
Ottawa,  it  probably  would  be  neceasary 
to  hava  a  small  organisation  in  each 
province  to  ascartain  what  companies 
are  liable   to   taxation. 

I\ef«rring  to  the  cost  of  the  war  at 
the  preaent  time,  air  Thonuia  said  that 
it  was  costing  Canada  eleven  to  twelve 
million  dolUrs  a  month,  or  about  IIIO,- 
000  a  day,  apart  from  the  Dominion's 
share  of  the  Imperial  expenditure  on 
ratlona  and  equipment  of  the  Canadian 
trops  ove^aeas. 

Just  before  the  house  rose.  Sir 
Thomaa  White  explained  that  by  some 
oversight  the  bill  authorising  him  to 
borrow  176,000,000  did  not  mention  the 
amount  in  flgures.  He  asked  the  House 
to  delay  the  flnal  passing  of  the  bill, 
restore  It  to  the  order  paper  and  put  It 
through  all  ita  atagea 

This,  Hon,  George  P.  Graham,  who 
was  leading  the  Oppoaition,  agreed  to 
do.

PARIS,  March  11.- A  heavy  German 
bombardment  on  the  left  bank  of  tho 
Meusa  is  reported  In  tha  French  com- 
munication issued  tonight.  This  opera- 
tion waa  carried  out  against  the  vlltago 
of  Eaoee  and  11111  104,  which  lie  from 
one  to  two  miles  east  of  tha  Avocourt- 
Malancourt  llnu.  The  French  guna  re- 
plied vigorously  to  the  shelling,  and  na 
attempt  to  assault  with  Infantry  was 
made.  The  text  of  tha  statement  is  aa 
follows: 

"In  the  Argonne,  there  has  been  gren- 
ade nghting  at  Haute  Che-auchee.  Our 
artillery  ahellad  tha  Gernutn  works  in 
tha  neighborhood  of  the  road  between 
Vlenne-lo-Cbat«au  and   BIna   Klvelle. 

"On  the  left  bank  of  the  Meuse.  tha 
bombardment  contlnuwl  violently  In  tha 
region  of  Malancourt.  on  the  vilUga  of 
Banes  and  Hill  204.  Counter-shelled 
with  great  onergy  by  our  artlllary,  tha 
enemy  mada  no  attampt  to  attack  during 
tha  oourae  of  tha  day. 

"Thera  waa  an  intermittent  l>om- 
bardment  at  several  pointa  of  the  front 
on  tha  Meuae  and  in  the  Woavra 

"In  Lorraine,  our  artlllary  waa  aotiv* 
against  the  German  organisation  north 
and  east  of  BmbarmenIL 

"In  Upper  Alaaca,  our  artillery  took 
under  ita  Are  enemy  troops  who  had 
debouched  from  Vieradlarg,  -southeast 
of  QrDPota — . 

"t)ne  >/tv<sS7  pllota  today  brought 
down  a  German  aeroplane^  which  fell  in 
flamea  in  tha  region  of  Douaumounl. 
Laat  night,  our  aeroptanea  bombarde<t 
tha  atatlona  at  Dun-sur-Meuse  and 
Audun-le-Roman  and  camps  in  the  re- 
gion of  Vigneullea" 

The  Belgian  communloatlon  reads  aa 
follows:  "There  haa  boon  aoma  light 
artillery  activity  in  the  region  of  Dix- 
mude  and  Pervyaa.  Otherwise  all  la 
quiet." 


Tlie  text  of  the  aftomooa  atatanmnt 
follows: 

"In  Belgium,  an  enemy  raoonnalsaanc« 
along  our  llnea  north  of  Pont  Bo«- 
alnghe  waa  driven  back  at  once  by  a 
counter-attack. 

"In  the  Argonna.  onr  artillery  haa 
baen  very  active  along  the  aouthern 
boundary  of  the  Cheppy  wood. 

"West  of  the  Msuse.  tho  Germana 
aaveral  times  laat  nigbt  renewed  their 
attacka  against  our  front  extending 
from  Avocourt  to  Malancourt,  whera 
tha  bombardment  with  shells  of  larga 
calibre  continued  without  interruption.

March  SO,  via  London, 
March  21. — "Still  pursuing,"  la  the  un 
broken  tenor  of  the  buUetlna  of  the 
Caucaalan  army,  but  now  and  again  a 
clearer  gllmpae  is  given  of  the  long 
pursuit  In  the  broken  uplands  of  Ar- 
menia, and  each  glimpse  reveals  a  fresh 
stage  of  accompUahment  in  the  great 
and  expanding  operation.  Oeneral  Ju 
denlch's  centre,  thrusting  on  along  the 
main  road  from  Erserum,  has  stormed 
and  taken  Mamakhatun,  the  chief  town 
of  the  district  of  Terdjan,  in  the'val. 
ley  leading  down  to  the  plain  of  Kr- 
xlngan. 

The  battle  was  mors  than  a  rearguard 
action.  The  Turks,  realUlng  the  im- 
portance of  Mamakhatun  as  the  key  to 
Krslngan,  seem  to  have  rallied  their 
forces  here  and  made  a  desperate  stand 
on  the  heights,  but  again  they  were 
broken,  and  In  retreating  down  the  val- 
ley were  compelled  to  allow  the  Rus- 
sians tVe  next  day  to  occupy  the  village 
of  Kotur,  at  the  Junction  of  the  Tuslu 
and  the  Euphrates.  44  miles  east  of 
Snlngan. 

This  mountainous  country  is  full  of 
Armenian  historical  associations — of  the 
wanderings  of  St.  Gregory,  Illuminator 
of  the  obscure  struggles  of  Armenian 
prlnceleta,  and  of  a  strange  ancient 
heresy  bent  on  such  an  extreme  of 
iconoclaam  as  the  destruction  of  the 
Cross.  But  this  Is  no  moment  for 
memories,    but   for    hopes. 

The  advance  of  the  Caucasian  army, 
carried  out  with  amazing  precision  and 
method,  is  developing  into  one  of  the 
cardinal  Operations,  and  its  flnal  suc- 
cess means  the  elimination  of  Turkey 
from  the  ranks  of  the  belligerents.  The 
responHlblllty  attending  such  a  diffi- 
cult operation  la  great,  and  Oeneral  Ju- 
denich's plan  of  campaign  is  revealing 
Itself  as  a  careful  and  far-seeing  piece 
of  atrategy.  Locking  the  door  of  ap- 
proach from  Moaul,  at  BItlla,  on  hl« 
left,  and  thrusting  forward  hla  right 
flank  from  the  coast  and  aupporting  it 
from  the  sea,  he  cl|pped  the  wings  of 
the  already  beaten  third  Turkish  army 
and  Isolated  It  In  the  highlands,  and 
now  Is  proceeding  to  push  back  its 
centre. 

Hla  immediate  goal  is  Erxingan,  a 
place  of  much  military  importance,  the 
headquarters  of  the  9th  Turkish  Army 
Corps,  and  presumably  a  secondary  base. 
From  Erilngan  broad  perspectives  open 
— to  SIvas  on  the  one  hand  and  to  Khar- 
put  and  Western  Mesopotamia  on  the 
other.  Kven  Aleppo  comes  in  view,  and 
the  seizure  of  Aleppo  would  mean,  not 
only  the  rapture  of  the  Bagdad  rail- 
way, but  the  Isolation  of  Syria  and 
Mesopotamia  from  the  centre  and  the 
elTectlve   crippling  of   Turkey. 

Magaltnde  of  Opemtloaa 

This  prospect  must  be  noted  Ih  order 
to  show  the  maRnltude  of  the  operation 
In  which  the  (.'aucaslan  army  is  en- 
gaged, but,  at  the  same  time,  difncultles 
In  the  way  of  Its  development  must  not 
b«  minimised.  By  skilful  use  of  his 
command.  General  Judenlch  has  not  only 
been  able  to  extend  the  area  of  his  own 
communications,  but  has  narrowed  down 
the  communlcutluna  of  the  Turks  and 
neutralised  their  coaatal  bases.  But 
now  the  sdvanre  of  the  centre  Is  bring- 
ing up  the  Ruitslan  army  to  a  region 
where,  thanks  to  the  Nagora  railway, 
the  land  rommunlcallwns  of  the  Turks 
are  more  fully  developed,  and  where 
more  frequent  breaks  In  the  mountain 
barrier  permit  of  a  mora  complex  con- 
nection between  Anstolta  and  Mesopo- 
tamia and  Hyrla.  Hitherto  the  Ruaslans 
have  had  10  deal  with  the  beaten  end 
retreating  third  army,  perhaps  slightly 
reinforced:  bnt  tUe  strength  of  the 
Turkish  reinforcements  will  grow  as 
the  Husslans  move  weetward.  and  In 
Western  Anatolia,  based  Immediately 
on  iheir  main  line  of  commnnicatlon. 
the  Turks,  with  troops  and  gnns 
brought  up  from  the  Dardanelles  and 
Thraee.  are  organizing  a  strong  reelat- 
aaee.  A  line  of  forUllcatlons  la  >eiag 
kaatlly  ronetructed  from  KmrmmmmA,  •■ 
tka  eoast  through  Karahlsaar  to  Mvaa, 
aatf  gaaa  trvm  Ualllpotl  breaglit  up  hy 
rail    from    Angora   are    tiere.

To  add  to  the 
dramatic  character  of  the  situation, 
thsre  Is  a  possibility  of  lateral  thrusts 
of  the  Russton  Anatolian  operations  cut- 
ting Into  the  Bagdad  railway  by  way  of 
Kharpat    and    Diarbekr.

PARIS,  Tex..  March  SS.— The  Are 
which  swept  through  I'arto  last  alght 
destoying  more  than  half  of  the  dty  in 
less  than  six  hours,  waa  believed  to  lie 
under  control  at  1  o'clock  thto  morning. 

Tbs  are.  which  startad  In  the  ware- 
houee  of  the  Long  Transportation  Com- 
pany, quickly  spread  to  the  Paris  Cotton 
Compress.  >., 

The  flames  made  a  clean  sweep  of  the 
southern  portion  of  the  city  and  burned 
a  j>ath  three  and  four  blocks  wide,  ex- 
tending to  the  public  square  Where  a 
large  open  space  arreeUd  the  course  of 
the  Are  temporarily.  On  that  square 
was  situated  the  Merrick  Rotel,  a  four- 
story  structure,  which  was  later  de- 
atroyed. 

Lsrge  resldenoee  In  the  fashionable 
part  of  the  city  and  substantial  brick 
buildings  were  razed  by  the  lire,  which 
was  fanned   by   a  brisk  south   wind. 

This  section  has  been  without  rain 
for  more  than  fifty  days,  and  the  frame 
buildings  were  quickly  consumsd.  The 
Paris  Are  department  was  powerless  to 
stop  the  onrushlng  flames.  Scarcity  of 
water    also    was    an    impediment. 

Just  how  the  Are  started  waa  not 
known  at  an  early  hour  tonight  The 
compress,  with  hundreds  of  bales  of 
cotton,  was  Arst  consumed.  The  Are 
then  spread  to  adjacent  residences, 
built  closely  together  and  of  light  frame 
construction. 

It  Is  18  blocks  from  the  compress  to 
the  centre  of  the  business  dlsjtrict  This 
district  wss  swept  by  the  flames,  and 
reduced  to  ruins  in  less  than  en  hour, 
the  Are  leaving  in  Its  wake  a  path  from 
one  to  three  blocks  wide.  A  total  of  ST 
b]nrk|i    rnmprlssd    the    burned   srea 

Sweeping  almost  due  north,  the  Are 
reached  the  public  aquare.  on  which 
large  business  buildings  face.  In  these 
were  located  the  exchanges  of  two  tele- 
phone companies  and  one  telegraph 
company.  Telephone  girls  were  com- 
pelled to  flee  their  posts.  The  chief 
operator  of  the  telephone  company 
rtoked  her  life  to  go  Itack  into  the  burn- 
ing exchange  to  rescue  the  company's 
books  and  record& 

On  the  east  side  of  th«  public  equare 
the  Merrick  Hotel  was  destroyed  and 
the  Are  was  extended  to  the  north  side 
of  the  square  by  the  burning  of  this 
building.  North  of  the  hotel  wore  more 
business  buildings  of  a  less  substan 
tlal  character.  Probably  the  heaviest 
loser  by  the  Are  i«  Crook,  Record  A  Co., 
a  large  wholesale  house,  which  lost  a 
four-story  brick  building  and  stock  of 
an    estimated    value   of   1400,000. 

The  Burtonteel  Dry  Goods  Company, 
another  large  wholesale  concern,  lost  Its 
plant  and  stock,  valued  at  about  |S00. 
OOO.  The  Smiley  apartments.  In  the 
residential  section,  completed  last  Fall 
at  a  cost  of  «S00,000,  were  a  total  lose

LONDON.  March  SI.— Austrian  forcea, 
operating  northwest  of  Uscieszko,  on 
the  Dniester  Klvsr,  near  the  Bukowina 
border,  were  forced  by  the  pressure  of 
the  Russians  to  evacuate  the  bridge- 
head fortiflcatlone  and  to  abandon 
their  transports.  Under  cover  of  night, 
they  succeeded  In  reaching  the  Aus- 
trian positions  northwest  of  Zeis 
Hsczyky,  northwest  of  Csemowlts.  ac- 
cording to  Austrian  official  statements 
issued   today. 

The  official  statement  pays  a  tribute 
of  admiration  of  the  bravery  of  the 
Austrian  troops,  who  gave  way  only 
on  account  of  the  superior  strength  of 
the  Kusslan  attacking  forcea  It  adds 
that  the  only  meana  left  to  the  Aus- 
trlans  to  avoid  capture  was  to  brsak 
through  ths  Russian  positions  at  Us- 
cieszko. and  this  they  did  with  com- 
plete success. 

The   statement    follows: 

"After  six  months  of  brave  defence, 
the  bridge  fortifications  northwest  of 
I  sclescsko  collapsed  on  Sunday  evening 
and  were  evacuated.  Although  the  Rus- 
sians succeeded  In  the  morning  In  caus- 
ing by  means  of  explosions  a  breach 
300  metres  wide,  the  garrison,  which 
ess  Bttacked  by  forces  eight-fold  au- 
perior.  held  out  seven  hours  longer, 
notwithstanding  all  loeees.  In  faoe  of 
the  most  violent  artillery  and  infantry 
fire.  It  was  not  until  6  o'clock  In  the 
afternoon  tliat  the  commanding  officer. 
Col.  Pflanckh,  determined  to  evacuate 
the   destroyed    fortifications.

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Witneaa  atatad  that  Mr.  Helmcken 
had  not  given  him  a  cent  Whan  Mr. 
Mataon  explained  he  could  not  give 
him  the  $26,000  and  told  him  of  the 
$l,l$0,  he  aaid  he  muat  hava  been  aatla- 
fled  for  he  took  it 

Objaction  waa  taken  by  Mr.  Macdon- 
ald to  queationa  aaked  by  Mr.  Thomaon 
ralativa  to  whether  the  chief  under- 
atood  from  Mr.  Helmcken  that  he  would 
get  aomething  for  himaalf  If  the  deal 
went  through.  Mr.  Macdonald  objected 
on  the  technical  legal  point  that  Mr. 
Thomaon'a  queationa  auggeated  the  an- 
swer. bA  later  in  the  hearing  Mr.  Mac- 
donald showed  no  diapoaition.  to  beaoma 
technical  when  accepting  purely  hear- 
say evidence   from   Rev.   Mr.  Tate.

Rev.  C.  M.  Tata,  who  waa  Methodist 
missionary  to  tha  Songheea  at  the  time 
the  negotiations  were  initiated,  teatldcKl 
that  the  Methodist  |>ortlon  of  the  tribe 
had  come  to  him  for  advica  There 
were  about  thirty  of  the  tribe  under  hla 
aplrltual  cara  He  had  not  known 
Coopar  waa  getting  mora  than  tha  other 
Indiana  until  ha  had  read  of  It  In  the 
papera.  Tha  Indian  Act  provided  for 
the  Indiana  altaring  alike,  with  nothing 
OM>re  for  the  chief.

Mataon  onea.  whan  tha  latter  waa  at- 
tempting ta  aattia  with  Thomas  Jamea 
Mr.  MataoB  wanted  JaoMa  to  take

eight  chUdren.  all  enrolled  with  the  lat- 
ter tribe.  Witness  asked  Mr  llatson  if 
he  thought  it  was  a  square  deal,  and 
Mr.  Mataon  had  said  that  despite  the 
fact  that  Jamea  was  a  aquatter  he 
would  have  to  go  with  the  othera.  Wit- 
ness and  Rev.  Mr.  Hicks  and  others 
waited  upon  8ir  Richard  McBride,  who 
referred  theii)  to  Mr  Mataon.  sUting 
that  tha  latter  had  the  matter  under 
his  cara.  Later  James  came  to  witness 
and  said  he  bad  signed  and  accepted 
$6,000.  Witness  supposed  that  was  in 
addition  to  the  $1,600. 

A  number  of  questions  relative  to  the 
respective  title  rights  of  the  Province 
and  Dominion  occasioned  considerable 
argument  between  Mr.  Base  and  wit- 
ness on  that  point.  The  latter  believed 
it  waa  highly  desirable  that  the  Indiana 
ahould  have  been  removed,  but  tha 
amount  paid  for  commlasion  waa  unrea- 
aonable.  He  would  have  done  It  for 
nothing. 

Asked  why  the  Methodist  Indiana  had 
oppoaed  the  tranafer.  Mr.  Tate  stated 
they  knew  how  the  whites  sold  pro- 
perty and  they  thot^ht  they  should  get 
more  money  for  their  rights.  Some  of 
them  were  of  the  opinion  the  reserve 
waa   worth   $6,000,000. 

Mr.  Baaa  inquired  of  witneaa  If  he 
would  be  aurprlsad  to  know  that  Mr. 
Mataon  bad  valued  tha  reaarva  at  aome- 
thing Ilka  that,  that  he  had  offered  to 
give  the  Province  $1,00*,000  cash  aad 
accept  a  commission  on  the  balance  for 
which    he   was   sure   It   could   oe   sold. 

Mr.  Tate  admitted  It  was  a  very  «iaa 
move  to  remove  tha  Indiana,  but  he  did 
not  agraa  with   tha  modua  operandi.

DESTROYER  SUNK

PARIS.  March  20.— The  French  tor- 
pedo boat  deatroyer  Renaudln  was  sank 
In  the  Adriatic  by  a  submarine.  Three 
oflloera  and  44  of  the  crew  were  lost 
Two  omcera  and  14  of  the  crew  were 
aaved. 

The  text  of  the  offlolal  statement 
making  the  announcement  follows: 

"The  aquadroB^orpedo  boat  destroyer 
Renaudln  waa  aunk  In  tha  Adrlatl'C  by 
an  enemy  submarine  on  the  mornins  of 
March  18.  Three  offlcera,  among  whom 
were  the  commandant  and  aecond  offi- 
cer, and  44  aeamen  were  lost.  Two  offl- 
care  and  34  seamen  were  rescued  by  a 
French  torpedo  boat  which  waa  accom- 
panying  the   Renaudln." 

BERLIN,  March  20. — An  offlcial  Aus- 
trian aUtement  aaya  that  a  French  de- 
atroyer of  the  Fourche  type  haa  been 
torpedoed  by  an  Auatrian  atThmarlne. 
The  deatroyer  aank  In  one  minute.

nJGHT-iJElJT.  ROSHER 
KEED  IN  ACCIDENT 

Nephew  of  1Wr.  H.  Bosher,  of 
This  City,  Was  Brilliant 
Aviator— Fell  to  His  Death 
on  February  27. 


Kllght-Ueut.  ilarold  Roaher.  of  tha 
Koyal  Naval  Air  Sarvloa.  whoae  bril- 
liant explolta  during  an  aerial  raid  on 
Iteebrugge  aerved  to  give  him  the  dla- 
tlnction  of  being  one  of  the  best  types 
of  the  British  avutor.  has  been  killed 
In  aa  aeroplane  accident  In  Ungland. 
Liieut  Roaher's  uncle  Is  Mr.  H.  Roaher, 
Of  "Ambleside,"  Carey  Road. 

Tha  young  airman  waa  the  eldeat  aon 
Of  Mr.  and  Mra.  Prank  Roaher,  of  Lon- 
don, Kngland.  and  waa  bom  In  Kent 
>>  yaara  ago.  He  waa  educated  at 
Moolbrldge  Public  School,  and  waa  at 
an  agricultural  college  In  hla  native 
county  when  war  waa  declared.  He  In- 
stantly offered  hla  aervlcea  to  tha 
aerial  aervlce,  and,  having  paaaed  his 
teata  with  honora,  waa  given  a  re- 
sponslble  command  at  the  Naval  Aero- 
drome, at  Dover,  England,  which  ha 
hrid  until  the  time  of  hla  fatal  misfor- 
tune. 

Tha  accident  occurred  on  Sunday, 
February  ST.  It  waa  his  InvarUbla  cus- 
tom to  try  out  all  new  machlnea  before 
antrostrtig  them  to  hla  pfiplls,  and  when 
he  noticed  one  of  the  leas  experienced 
orricera  mount  a  previously  unused 
aeroplane,  Lieut  Roaher  Immediately 
ordered  him  out  until  he.  himself,  had 
made  a  teat.  The  flight  waa  made 
without  mishap  until  he  endeavored  to 
return  to  the  aerodrome.  When  at  a 
height  of  ISO  or  SSS  feet  from  tha 
earth,  aomethlng  went  wrong,  and  the 
machine  made  a  headlong  daah  to  earth 
and  deatructlon.  Lieut.  Roaher  waa 
powerleaa  to  secure  any  control  over 
the  machine,  and  he  waa  unable  to 
eaoape  the  doom  that  awaited  him.  Ha 
waa  killed  Inatantaneoualy,  having  lost 
hla  life  In  preference  to  andangerlng 
that  of  a  fellow  offlear. 

Lieut.  Roahar'a  part  in  tha  aerial 
ralda  on  Zeebrurge.  Hoboken.  and  other 
tierman  baoea.  haa  already  been  report- 
ed. After  the  a«rlal  manoeuvre  at 
ZeeSrugge,  which  wrought  great  dam- 
age upon  the  Oerman  esUbllshment 
there,  he  proceeded  In  company  with 
his  commander  to  a  point  near  Hoho- 
ken.  and  destroyed  part  of  tha  aub- 
marlna  aheds  In  that  quarter,  amid  a 
hall  of  ahot  and  aball  from  anti-air- 
craft guna  They  returned  to  their 
base  In  perfect  aafety  within  four 
hoora 

The  cable  bearing  the  aad .  newa  of 
hla  death  waa  recelvad  here  yeatarday 
by  Mr.  Roaher,  hla  uncle,  whoae  aon, 
Lieut  Neville  Roaher,  formerly  of  Vic- 
toria, la  underUklng  a  courae  of  train- 
ing far  the  Royal  Army  Flying  Corpa. 
He  waa  previously  with  the  ISth  Hamp- 
ahire  Regiment 

Opon  learning  of  the  death  of  Plight- 
Lieut  Roaher.  Their  Majeatlaa  the  King 
and  Queen  aent  a  telegram  expreaalng 
their  sympathlea  to  the  bereaved  par- 
•ata.  A  maaMH-lal  aervloe  In  hla  honor 
waa  beld  at  at  Jamas',  PlceadUly,  Lon- 
don.

Thla  vary  beartanlag  atatamaat  waa 
awde  ycaterday  by  Mr.  R.  B.  Oooaell 
before  tba  Women'a  Caaadlan  Club,  aa 
an  vllogue  ta  an  addraaa  on  "The  Con^ 
ditlons  Brought  About  by  the  Franco- 
Prussian  War."  Mr.  Oosnoll  gave  aa 
exoaedlagly  Intareatlng  ravlaw  of  tbo 
war  of  1STS-'71.  pointing  out  tba  afltaet 
that  tba  otraggla  bad  on  (ha  eoontrlaa 
Involved.  He  ahowad  that,  while  war 
waa  naturally  to  be  abhorred,  both 
Oermaay  and  Franca  had  received  cer- 
tain benefits  therefrom.  Rls  alluslona 
as  to  the  probable  reault  of  the  prea- 
ant conflict,  which  would  undoubtedly 
ba.  In  aome  degree,  a  repetition  of  that 
brought  about  by  tha  Franoo-Pruaalan 
war,  wara  In  a  decidedly  optlmlatlc 
atraln. 

"H^ne  cannot  vary  well  draw  eonolu- 
alons,"  he  aald.  "for  the  purpoaa  of 
useful  comparlaon  between  the  state  of 
Kurope  after  tba  Franoo-Pruaalan  war 
and  what  It  wUI  ba  at  the  preaant  time. 
We  hava  a  very  different  France  from 
what  we  had  In  1S7S,  and  tha  llnea  of 
raoonatructlon  will  ba  vary  much  dif- 
ferent aftsr  the  prvaont  war  from  what 
they  ware  after  lITSl'Tl.  France  went 
on  much  the  aome  after  aa  before,  but 
the  war  had  one  direct  and  aweeplng  re- 
ault: It  changed  a  monarchy  Into  a 
republic;  It  made  tba  country  mora 
democratic  in  aubatanoa  aa  wall  aa  In 
form  and.  If  anything,  raeenatmctlon 
will    Intanalfy    that    trend. 


"After  tha  preaant  war.  I  am  Inclined 
to  think  tbat  thare  will  bo— for  a  Uma 
at  leaat — a  greater  tendency  towarda 
collectlvlam  as  opposed  to  Individual- 
ism— what  might  be  termed  'practical 
socialism.'  Many  activities  In  private 
hands,  which  have  been  taken  over  and 
organised  by  the  Government  for  war 
puri>oses,  may  remain  aa  pUbllc  utilities. 
For  Instance,  one  or  all  Oovemmenta 
may  make  the  manufacture  of  war 
munitions  a  Government  monopoly,  ao 
tbat  hereafter  thoaa  who  have  profited, 
and  alwaya  profit  by  war,  shall  have  no 
incentive  to  manufacture  war  scarea. 
Railways  In  England  may  be  retained  aa 
public  property.  Germany  could  never 
have  handled  her  troops  and  guna  In 
the  magnificent  way  she  baa  done  had 
It  not  been  for  the  splendid  system  of 
railways.  Organised  to  tba  last  point  of 
efficiency  with  military  emergency  In 
view. 

"In  England,  too,  the  landed  aatataa 
win  In  all  probability  be  divided  In  or- 
der that  returned  soldiers,  especially, 
may  ba  enabled  to  find  a  home  and  liv- 
ing without  going  to  the  far  comera  of 
the  earth.  Germany,  although  H  bad 
the  most  autocratic  Government  In  the 
world  and  a  aoverelgn  whose  real  pow- 
ers ara  unlimited,  exemplifies  In  some 
ways  the  principles  of  socialism  very 
completely." 

Mr.  Gosnell  went  to  conalderabia 
length  In  describing  the  acta  that  lead 
up  to  tha  Franco-Prussian  war,  and 
showed  the  unpreparednesa  of  France 
and  the  military  strength  of  Prussia 
by  comparing  the  two  countries'  rela- 
tive power,  economically,  Industrially 
and  in  a  mlllury  sense.  He  pointed  out 
that  the  peasants  of  Franca  had  Suf- 
fered little.  Paris  waa  the  great  weak- 
ness of  France,  while  the  raat  of  ths 
country  waa  Ita  strength. 

He  stated  that  the  French  people, 
more  than  any  others  In  the  world, 
made  their  money  by  aavlng  It,  ond 
that  France's  savings  account  waa  aav- 
erol  tlmea  greater  than  that  of  Great 
Britain.  Tha  average  Frenchman,  even 
the  Parisian,  waa  not  a  spendthrift. 
They  were  more  emotional,  tbat  waa 
alL  Tba  Freacb  were  wonderfully 
patriotic,  and  while  the  Germane  were 
famoua  for  their  love  dt  Fatherland, 
their  patrtotlam  was  rather  their  pride, 
the  kind  of  pride  a  boy  haa  In  a  big 
brother  who  could  thrash  any  boy  In  the 
neighborhood.  It  waa  the  pride  for 
themselves  aa  Oermana,  while  the  patri- 
otism of  the  Fraoch  waa  the  pure  lova 
of  oountry,   afTaetlon  and   devotion. 

"Tha  French  army  of  today,"  be  aa- 
seried,  "la  the  evolution  of  tha  war  of 
ISTS-'Tl."  and  he  followed  up  thla  sute- 
ment  by  showing  how  the  military  lead- 
ers, by  painful  and  expensive  experience, 
were  forced  to  adopt  dilferant  prtnctplea, 
aa  a  result  of  the  war  with  Pruasla. 

"The  eCTacts  of  the  war  upon  condl- 
tlona  of  Burope  were  not  vary  notlco- 
ahla."  ha  aald.  "The  decUratlon  of 
war  alwaya  baa  a  panicky  effect;  stocks 
fall  In  price,  eredit  la  reduced  and  tha 
rataa  of  laterast  and  exchange  go  up. 
Thare  is  an  Incidental  loaa  which  la 
conalderabia  and  affects  many  ladlvldu- 
ala;  but  thaae  condl  tlona  are  only  tem- 
porary and  boalneaa  twcomea  quickly 
normal  and  la  even  stimulated  by  war 
oporatlona.  Franoa  araa.  of  eoursa,  tba 
greater  auffarar  la  tba  war  agalast 
Prnssla,  but  It  la  marvalloua  how  qulek- 
ly  she  reoovered  and  forged  ahead.  Tha 
huge  Indemnity  was  paid  off  before  due."

METLAKATLA  INDIANS 

SHOW  THEIR  LOYALTY 


aa    Boaatloa  of    91,000  to 
Cbross  ta  Vaxsnaaoa  of 
ratelotle  VoUay 


The  aplendld  loyalty  and  patriotism 
of  the  Brltlah  Columbia  Indians  to  the 
flag  Is  evidenced  by  the  generous  dotm- 
tlon  of  fl.OOO  to  the  Red  Cross  Fund/ 
Which  was  granted  recently  by  the 
MatlakaUa  tribe,  who  ara  aettlers  In 
the  territory  near  the  city  of  Prince 
Rupert. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Perry,  Indian  Agent,  called 
a  maetinc  of  the  Metlakatla  Indian 
couneU  a  few  daA  ago  and  explained 
the  claims  of  tha  Red  Croaa.  The  coun- 
cil referred  the  matter  to  a  public 
meeting,  at  which  the  following  reaolu-{ 
tlon  waa  paaaed: 

"That  thla  oounell,  as  an  Indication  of 
our  grateful  appraelatlon  of  the  eon- 
alderate  attaatlon  given  by  the  Indian 
Department  to  our  aeoular  Interests  for 
many  yaara,  and  In  view  of  the  local 
effori  known  as  the  'Grand  Carnival  of 
the  AlUea,'  to  be  held  at  Prince  Ru- 
pert, B.  C,  during  Baater  week  In  aid 
of  tha  Canadian  Red  Croaa,  do  hereby 
reaelva: 

"That  a  contribution  of  tl.OOO  be  made 
from  tha  Intereat  of  our  land  funda  in 
truat  with  tba  Department  of  Indlaa 
Affaira,  to  the  Canadian  Red  Croaa  Fund, 
In  accordance  with  a  resolution  made 
at  a  meeting  of  the  majority  of  the 
voUng  membera  of  the  Metlakatia 
tAnd.  at  Metlakatia  Village  Hall  on 
March  II  Inat.:  and  that  the  aald  con- 
tribution be  credited  to  the  loeal  pat- 
riotic  effOri    mentlonad."

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Pavement  of  West  Saanich 
Road  to  Dominion  Observ- 
atory Suggested-^Deputa- 
tion  to  Wait  on  Government. 


The  paving  of  the  Waet  Saanich  Road 
from  the  Anglican  Church,  which  now 
marka  the  end  of  the  ollcrete  road,  to 
the  B.  C.  Electric  interurban  llne'a  aU- 
tion  known  aa  "Qoward."  a  diatance  of' 
aevoral  miles,  waa  propoaed  by  Coun- 
cillor Grant  at  yeaterday'a  meeUng  of 
the  South  Saanich  Council.  He  aald 
that  he  had  interviewed  the  Hon.  D.  M. 
EberU.  repreeentatlve  of  the  conatltu- 
ency  In  the  L.egialature,  and  Ita  apeaker. 
aa  to  whether  the  Qovernraent  would  be 
willing  to  pay  half  the  coat  of  the  pro- 
ject and,  while  of  courao  no  doflntto 
promlae  had  boon  made,  he  had  been  as- 
sured that.  If  the  council  would  make  a 
propoaal,  the  question  would  be  glvea 
careful  conaideration. 

It  waa  auggaated  by  Councillor  Orant 
that  tho  Gtovommont  ahould  be  aaked  to 
contrlbuu  H.aao.  and  that  a  like  amount 
b»  put  up  by  the  municipality.  It.lte 
being  taken  from  general  revenue,  and 
11,100  from  the  ward  approprlatlona. 
In  aupport  of  such  action,  the  councillor 
pointed  to  the  attraction  fumlahed  by 
the  new  Dominion  Oovemment'a  ob- 
aervatory  to  tho  dlatrict.  and  of  the 
wladom  of  having  a  road  right  to  that 
Inatltution  which  would  be  a  matter  of 
comment,  becauae  of  Ita  excellenoc,  to 
the  many  who  would  have  ocoaalon  to 
uae  it. 

Councillor  Jonoa  waa  the  ohief  ol>- 
Jector  to  the  proposal.  He  did  not  llko 
the  Idea  of  a  large  aum  being  taken  out 
of  general  revenue  to  pay  for  a  worh 
which  would  be  of  no  direct  value  to 
any  of  the  realdenta  of  other  warda. 
There  were'  Improvementa  wanted  In 
other  sections  of  the  municipality.  In 
hia  own  part,  there  waa  the  Wilklnaon 
Road  leading  to  the  Provincial  JalL  It 
waa  toi  anything  imt  good  ahapo,  and  it 
had  long  been  the  deaire  of  the  people 
of  that  locality  to  have  It  permanently 
repaired.  He  thought  that  it  would  bo 
much  better  to  have  a  committee  ap- 
pointed to  wait  upon  the  Provincial  Oov- 
ernment to  aak  for  aa  appropriatton  for 
general  road  work.  If  asalstaaoe  were 
secured.  It  then  could  be  ovenly  dle- 
tribnted.  and  a  fair  aad  Jaot  proportion 
could  bo  allotted  for  the  carrying  out  of 
the  enterprise  which  ConadUor  Orant 
had  la  mind. 

After  a  long  debate,  this  suggeatloa 
was  adopted,  tho  coaaell  ae  a  whole  ho- 
lag  deputed  to  wait  oa  tha  Pfovtaelal 
authoritlea  to  aaeortola  whether  any- 
thing could  be  put  In  tho  eaUmatee  for 
the  floaacing  of  aeoeoaary  public  works 
la  tho  municipality.

Local  Official  In  Customs  De- 
partment Since  1890  Was 
Very  Well  Known  Along 
Waterfront. 


Mr.  Herbert  Edward  Beekwith,  a  well- 
known  reaident  of  the  city  for  tho  past 
forty  yeara,  and  an  official  In  Hia 
Majeaty'a  Customa  Department  alnce 
Itte,  paased  away  very  auddenly  yea- 
terday  morning,  at  St  Joaeph'a  Hos- 
pital, the  cauae  of  hia  death  being  '.n- 
tornal  trouble,  which  became  serious 
unexpectedly  on  Monday.  The  paaalng 
of  Mr.  Beekwith  la  felt  with  keen  r«- 
gtet  by  a  large  number  of  VIctoriana. 
with  whom  he  had  become  Intimately 
aasoctated  during  hia  long  realdence 
here.  His  loss  wHI  be  painfully  felthy 
tiansportation  men  especially,  and  all 
trequentere  of  the  waterfront,  where 
the  deceaaed  gentleman  waa  for  many 
yeara  a  familiar  figure. 

The  late  Mr.  Beekwith  waa  t>om  T1 
yeara  ago  In  Liverpool,  England,  artl 
at  an  early  age  he  followed  the  call  of 
the  aea  and  waa  engaged  on  an  oceen- 
golng  ahip  for  a  long  time.  It  waa  In 
ItTt  that  he  came  to  Victoria,  and  be- 
fore becoming  connected  with  the  Cus- 
toma Department,  he  waa  employed  by 
ssverai  local  merchandiae  firms.  He 
«'aa  with  Meaara.  Porter  A  Sona  nnd 
Measra.  Turner,  Beeton  A  Company  for 
aome  time,  and  waa  alao  with  Mr.  John 
farker  when  he  maintained  a  butcher 
atore  on  Oovernment  Street,  where  the 
Bank  of  Commerce  standa  at   present. 

There  are  no  relativea  aurvlving  him 
In  thia  part  of  the  country.  Many  years 
ago  he  adopted  the  late  Mr.  O.  H.  Lar- 
rigan,  who  died  two  years  ago,  and 
he  lived  et  the  realdence  of  hia  widow, 
eira  Agnee  Larrfgan.  at  414  Belleville 
Street,   during   the   paat   few   yeara. 

Ever  alnce  he  Joined  the  Cuatoma  De- 
partment aa  preventive  officer,  in  lltO. 
he  carried  out  hia  dutlea  with  earneat- 
neaa  and  ability.  He  waa  landing  «ralt- 
tor  when  he  died,  and  the  greater  part 
of  hia  work  conaiated  In  clearing  the 
varioua  ocean  ateamshlps  upon  their 
arrival  at  the  On  tor  Wharves  before 
paaaengera  were  allowed  off,  and  be- 
fore the  other  bualneea  of  the  port 
could  be  proceeded  with.  He  waa  re- 
markably active  for  a  man  of  hia  yeara, 
but  had  been  ailing  for  some  time,  al- 
though his  imllapoaitlon  at  no  time  be- 
came dangerous  until  the  laat.  He  waa 
at  the  Customs  Office  on  Saturday,  at- 
tending to  his  regular  dutlea.  while  he 
was  alao  at  the  Outer  Docka  on  Sunday, 
when  the  liner  Chicago  Maru  waa 
cleared. 

Having  aerved  many  years  on  the 
sea.  Mr.  Beekwith  always  rnterUined 
an  Innate  deaire  to  be  on  the  water.  It 
wae  a  familiar  eight  to  aee  him  on 
many  days  of  the  year  In  hia  aail  l>oat 
oruiaing  about  the  harbor,  uaually  ac- 
companied by  children,  of  whom  he 
vaa  particularly  fond. 

He  waa  a  member  of  Court  Vancou- 
ver, '  Ancient  Order  of  Foreatera.  ainco 
lltO,  and  the  funeral,  which  will  bo 
held  tomorrow,  at  t:8a  o'clock,  la  to  be 
under  the  ausplcea  of  the  order.  Inter- 
ment will  be  made  In  Roaa  Bay  Ceme- 
tery.

On  Wedneaday  afternoon  Dean  Scho- 
fleld  dedicated  the  Stadacona  Hoepltal 
to  the  nse  •<  sUk  sol41ara  In  the  pres- 
ence of  the  members  of  the  Voluntary 
Aid  Detachment  The  hoapltal  will  be 
ready  to  receive  patients  from  the  lOlrd 
Battalion  on  Wednesday  of  next  week, 
and.  in  the  meantime,  the  membere  of 
the  detachment  from  the  commandant 
down  to  even  the  Uteet  recruit 
will  be  buay  putting  the  building 
In  order  and  purchaalng  and  receiving 
the  hundred  and  one  things  that  are 
still  needed.  Carpenters  and  workmen 
are  putting  everything  In  repair  snd 
making  tablea  and  other  oonvenlencea 
under  the  direction  of  the  superinten- 
dent   of    the   hosp4Ul.    Mrs.    Kennedy. 

The  quartermaster,  Mrs.  Curtis  Samp- 
aon.  flnds  her  poeltion  no  slnscure. 
There  Is  linen  to  be  marked,  atores  to 
be  laid  away,  purchases  to  be  made, 
and  everything  to  be  eat  in  order  for 
housekeeping.  Mrs.  Kennedy,  Miss 
Aston  and  Miss  Olcott,  with  Mrs.  Dar- 
rell  Hanlngton,  wife  of  Dr.  Darrell 
Hanlngton,  now  at  the  front,  a  trained 
hosplUl  nurss,  will  form  the  permanent 
staff.  They  will  be  assisted  by  two 
members  of  the  Army  Medical  Corps. 
Other  members  of  the  V.  A.  D,  will  at- 
tend aa  they  are  needed. 

Provision  Is  being  made  for  thirty 
patlenU,  and  the  roomy  old  house  will 
accommodate  this  number  comforUbly. 
It  Is  hoped,  however,  that  with  the 
advent  of  flna  weather  aicknese  will 
greaUy  decrease  or.  vanish  altogether. 
If  there  are  empty  beds,  paUenta  from 
other  hoaplUls  will  be  nursed,  if  their 
officers  are  willing  to  accept  the  aid  of 
the  V.  A.  D.  ^ 

The  hospital  haa  not  come  into  exist- 
ence without  forethought  and  co-opera- 
tlon.  All  that  there  waa  at  first  was  a 
building,  not  In  the  best  of  repair,  and 
a  number  of  qualifled  women,  not  only 
willing,  but  anxious,  to  give  their  ser- 
vlcee   for  the  relief  of  suffering. 

A  little  had  already  been  dene  to- 
wards furnishing  in  anticipation  of 
making  a  convalescent  home  for  f*- 
turned  soldlera,  but  the  opening  of  the 
naval  hoapltal  made  this  unneceseary. 
When  CoL  Hennlker  decided  to  accept 
the  offer  of  the  V.  A.  D.  he  agreed,  on 
the  part  of  the  military  authorities,  to 
supply  rations,  fuel  and  laundry  work. 
Mra.  Fred.  Pemberton  furnished  the 
sitting  room,  and  MUs  Aston  gave  a 
kitchen  stove.  The  FUld  Comforts 
committee  of  the  I.  O.  D.  E.  and  the 
Red  Croae  eent  bandages,  surgical 
dressing,  sMppera,  and  hospital  gar- 
meats  of  various  kinds,  aa  well  as  some 
bed  linen.  At  the  tea  at  (he  Armory, 
where  the  battalion  Is  quartered,  flfty 
dollars  In  caah  waa  realised,  and  the 
donaUon  party  brought  much  linen  of 
varioua  kinds.  The  Oonsalea  Chapter. 
L  O.  D.  ■.,  has  become  responsible  for 
the  telephone,  which  will  shortly  be  In- 
stalled. 

Many  thlnge  are  sUll  needed.  The 
moat  neceaaary,  as  well  as  the  most 
expensive  sre  beds  and  blankets.  Some 
sixteen  iron  hospital  beds  are  needed, 
and  a  great  many  blankets,  plllowa  and 
mattresses.  Chairs  and  small  bed- 
room tables  are  also  wanted.  Such  fur- 
niture  need  not.  Indeed  muat  not,  be 
either  expensive  or  elaborate.  Small, 
light  rugs  for  the  bedrooms,  a  few 
books  snd  nice  new  magnsinea  and 
games  for  those  who  are  recovering, 
with  iMWie  for  washing  handa  complete 
nearly  the  hosplUl  requirements.. 

The  kitchen  and  dining  room  equip- 
ment must  be  procured,  for  there  le 
very  little  in  store.  Many  trays  will 
be  nsaflad-  The  management  Is,  how- 
aver.  contMent  that  houaekeepers  will 
flad  many  articles  to  give  away  on 
Tasaaar  neat,  and  that  others  will  have 
Maaoy  to  give  fsr  such  purehases  as 
ara  assentUL 

It  should  have  besn  aald  that  men 
from  the  batUllon  have  done  the  necea- 
aary earpentarlng.  plumbing  and  other 
repalrtifg.  and  that  the  lombet  waa 
supplied  for  that  parpoee  by  Col.  Hen- 
nlker.

There  are  not  many  professional  per- 
iodicals in  Canada.  One  of  theae  U  the 
organ  of  the  Association  of  Trained 
Nurses.  It  has  been  edited  by  Mlas 
Crosby,  and  la  tsstisd  monthli^  In 
June  Its  management  will  change.  It 
ia  to  be  taken  over  by  the  National  Aa- 
soclatlon.  The  magasine  la  now  fur- 
nished to  subscrlbere  for  a  dollar,  but 
its  publication  haa  hitherto  been  flnanc- 
ed  by  contrlbutlona  from  nuraa'a  cluba 
and  societies. 

There  has  been  crltlolem  of  Tha  Can- 
adian  Nurae,  and  it  la  not  eaay  for  one 
outside  the  profeeelon  to  Judge  whether 
the  fault  nnding  Is  justifled  or  not  The 
tone  of  the  publication  le  all  that  could 
be    desired,    and     the    eelectlona    seem 
suitable.     There   Is   nothing      showy   in 
either  the  mechanical  or  editorial  work, 
but  on  the  other  hand,  there  la  an  ab- 
sence   of    the    flippant    shallowneas    of 
many  mors  prententlous  Journals.     The 
nurses  of  Canada'  muat  remember   that 
they   are  not  a  large  body  and   that   a 
good  magasine  la  expensive.     Their  4o- 
aire    to    aupport   one    that   ehall   be   at- 
tractive aa   well  aa   instructive  Is   vsry 
commendable,   and    their    wllllngneas    to 
contribute    to    lU    support    shows    their 
earnestness.      It    Is    to    be    hoped    that 
under  the  new   management   the  Nurse 
win  be  a  Buccesa    But  the  thanks,  not 
of  the  nurees  only,   but  of  all   thinking 
Canadian    women,    !ire   Cue   to    the    lady 
who  did  the  pioneer  work  of  publication

While  the  whole  world  la  suffering, 
women  are  forming  a  habit  which,  to 
say  the  leaat  Is  expensive.  It  Is  not 
many  years  since  the  use  of  tobaoeo 
by  women  waa  conaldered  a  mark  of 
vulgarity  only  to  be  excuaed  in  thoee 
who  followed  the  most  meaUl  oocupa- 
tlons. 

Now  the  habit  is  becoming  eomman 
in  the  wealthiest  circles.  That  It  la 
an  injurious  aa  well  aa  a  waaUfnl  one 
la  the  contention  of  Dr.  Robert  Abbe, 
aenlor  surgeon  In  Bt.  Luke's  Hospital, 
New  York.  In  a  paper  published  In 
The  Medioal  Record  he  contenda  that 
tottaoee  la  not  needed  ia  a  temperate 
cllatate.  and  that  Its  use  Increases  «ba 
tendency  towarda  nervous  dlseaeea.  Dr. 
Abbe  believes,  however,  that  the  habit 
can  be  cured.  What  he  aaya  on  this 
subject  is  worth  reading  by  those  who 
feel  that  in  these  timee  women  aa  well 
aa  men  need  to  maintain  the  highest 
level  of  efficiency,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  practice  a  wise  economy.

NKW  TORK.  March  21  —Mr.  J.  P. 
Morgan,  back  In  his  offlca  yesterday 
after  his  tHp  to  Londoa  and  Paris 
Which  It  waa  thought  might  roault  In 
aa  agreement  for  new  British  and 
French  loans  to  ba  secured  by  Ameri- 
can stocks  and  bonds  as  colUteral.  said 
h*  had  no  news  to  give  out  regarding 
financing  for  the  Allias.

In  apeaklng  ef  tha  dark  atara  there  might 
be  mentioned  the  peculiar  phenomenon  of 
the  wonderful  atar  Algol,  la  Persaaa.  which 
ahowad  a  meet  remarkable  ▼arlabie  mag- 
nltuAe.  It  had  been  noted  with  weader- 
ment  hr  the  anclenta  who.  being  vnabi*  to 
aceeunt  (or  Ita  ehangaablenaaa,  had  looked 
upon  It  with  fear  and  dread,  heoc*  tha 
name  "ghoat  atar."  It  was  now  well  da- 
termlned  that  thla  varlatlMi  waa  dae  to 
an  aaseolation  with  a  dark  celestial  body 
which,  while  pasaing  hi  froat.  prodaeed  a 
partial  eclipse. 

It  waa  a  noUble  fact  that  the  aebulaa 
moatly  crowded  toward  the  poloe  of  th*

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South  Saanich  Council  Roused 
to  Action  by  Condition  in 
Which  Hindu  Milk  Farms 
Are  Said  to  Be.

The  cleaallneaa  of  dairy  mea  of  Sauth 
Baaalch.  and  Of  other  dietrlcte,  waa  dla- 
cuaaed  et  yaaterday  aftarnoon'a  neeet- 
Ing  of  the  council  of  that  municipality, 
having  boon  Introduced  by  a  report 
from  the  medical  health  officer,  eupple- 
mented  bjr  another  from  the  poltee.  Se- 
clarlng  that  the  premtaee  of  IMva  and 
Sl\a  Singh.  OB  Maplewood  Road,  erere 
Id  a  deplorably   inaanltary  condition. 

With  reapeet  to  thla  partloular  dairy 
tha  officlala  were  aioet  emphatle  la  their 
denunciation  of  the  way  la  whioh  It  la 
kept  They  apuke  of  the  filth  in  and 
around  the  alablrs.  of  finding  only  one 
milk  atralner  and  that  with  a  large  hole 
In  It  and  of  dlacoverlng  milk  oaoe,  par- 
tially cleaned.  In  the  Ulodua'  aleeplnc 
quart  era. 

Such  an  expoaure  of  an  unhealthy 
atate  of  affairs  roused  the  counclllora  to 
a  dctvrmlnatlon  to  do  aomethlng  to 
remedy  not  only  thla  apeclal  InataneOt 
which  waa  dlapoaed  of  by  the  paaalng 
of  a  reaolutlon  condemning  tha  ahede 
referred  to.  but  the  condition  which 
mads  It  poaalbia 

Councillor  Jonra  aald  that  ha  would 
not  like  to  do  anything  that  might  be 
Interpreted  aa  being  tyrannical,  hut 
thought  that  action  of  |^me  kind  waa 
called  for.  He  bt-lleved  that  If  tha 
dairymen  were  callrd  together  to  dla<;UBa 
the  queatlon  and  that  the  opportunity 
were  taken  to  point  out  to  them  the 
harm  of  allowing  their  premiaea  to  be- 
come  Insanitary  they  might  be  induced 
to  cxt-rrlse  carp.  The  allowing  of  a 
dairy  to  become  unhealthy  In  ita  aur- 
rouiuUngs.  the  councillor  thought,  waa 
the  result  of  nothing  more  than  laal- 
nras.  If,  after  this  step  had  t>een  taken, 
thoaa  directly  affected  ware  found  atlU 
to  he  larking  In  ordinary  sanitary  pre- 
cautions he  would  favor  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  moat  atrliigent  meaeuree. 

Baager  to  Ooaamiaer 

The  charge  was  made  by  Councillor 
Carey  that  the  HIndua  engaged  In  the 
dairy  bualneaa,  having  found  It  difficult 
to  sell  their  milk  In  person  to  white  oua- 
tomera  becauae  of  tha  warning  the  lat- 
ter had  received,  now  ware  engaged  In 
dlapoalng  of  It  In  bulk  to  white  dairy- 
men. The  evil,  therefore,  etlll  exieted. 
The  oonaumar  waa  aubjeoted  to  Just  aa 
much  danger  through  dirty  milk  ae 
heretofore,  and  it  waa  hia  oonviotton 
that  the  time  had  come  for  South  Saan- 
ich to  take  a  hand  In^the  matter.  He 
did  not  aee  why  a  by-law  should  not  he 
carried  giving  tha  authorltlea  power  to 
aubjeot  the  milk  bualneee  to  rigid  eon- 
trol.  Only  In  thla  way  would  It  he 
poaalbia  to  prevent  milk  likely  to  epread 
dlaeaae  from  leaving  the  bounde  of  the 
dlatrlct 

Councillor  Grant  extilalned  that  the 
problem  had  been  before  Baanlch  before 
and  that  difficulty  had  been  met  with  In 
coming  to  an  underetanding  with  Oak 
Bay,  Victoria,  and  the  Provlnolal  and 
Dominion  Oovemmenta,  all  of  which 
were  Intereated.  The  Idea  had  been  to 
get  a  by-law  paaaed  for  enforcement 
throughout  the  aouthern  end  of  Van- 
couver laland,  but  It  had  been  dieeovered 
that  there  was  ao  mueh  differcnoe  of 
opinion  as  to  what  wae  wanted  that  Ihe 
teak  was  hopeleaa.  Oak  Bay  did  not 
think  Victoria'a  regulatione  eevere 
enough,  while  Baanlch  thought  they 
were  aomewhat  too  atrlngent.  The 
Governments,  too,  did  not  eeera  able  to 
come  to  a  aatlafactory  underetanding, 
so  that  the  situation,  from  all  aapeeta, 
wes  unsatisfactory.  He  did  not  oppoee 
making  another  try,  however,  and  would 
be  only  too  pleaeed  to  eee  eome  agree- 
ment made  that  would  Improve  milierB. 

Dlsouaalon  then  developed  Into  a  eon- 
aideratlon  of  the  measures  taken  by  the 
Province  to  eliminate  tuberculosla. 
C^ounciUor  Borden  giving  hia  opinion  of 
the  effectlveneea  of  tha  policy  of  dla- 
poalng of  cattle  found  to  reaet  to  the 
teet  provided  for  that  dieeaae.  Ha  did 
not  think  that  It  alwaya  followed  that 
a  cow  ahown  to  ba  afflletad  eommunleat- 
ed  the  germ  to  tha  milk.  The  efforta  of 
the  Government,  however,  were  In  the 
right  direction.  It  wae  eurloue,  too.  that 
the  HIndua'  herda,  acrub  animate  picked 
up  wherever  poaslble  at  the  chaapaet 
pricaa,  had  been  found  laet  year  to  be 
remarkably  tr**  from  the  malady.  The 
enforoemant  of  etrlct  rulaa  for  the  pre* 
servatlon  of  eanltary  eondltlooe  In  the 
dairy  would  not  be  eaey,  to  feet  ha 
wae  of  the  opinion  that  the  proMem 
would  only  be  eolvetf  by  the  education 
of  the  dairymen  to  the  neceeelty  of 
cleanllneee. 

UltlmaUly  It  waa  decided,  on  motion 
by  Councillor  Carey,  that  the  repreaeota- 
tlves  of  Oak  Bay,  South  Saanleh,  Vlo- 
torla, and  the  Provincial  an^  Domlalon 
Govemmenta  be  aaked  to  meet  at  aoma 
date  to  be  fixed  to  oonelder  the  adoptlaa 
of  aome  nymlmm  to  provide  for  eueh  In- 
spection of  dairiee  aa  to  eneura  their 
being  maintained  In  a  manner  oommea- 
aurate  with  the  relation  of  the  loduatiT 
to  the  publlo  health.

Advisability  of  Economizing  on 
Some  Items  of  Fire  Ward- 
ens' Report  Is  Considered 
by  City  Council. 


The  aa«»"on  "'  whether  It  was  wise. 
In  view  of  the  financial  altuatlon.  to 
vote  11.000  for  additional  electrical 
equipment  for  the  Are  department  waa 
ralaed  by  Aid.  W.  Q.  Cameron  at  Mon- 
day evenlnga  meeting  of  tbe  city  coun- 
cn.  He  did  not  think  that  what  It  waa 
propoaed  to  buy  waa  needed.  It  had 
been  done  without  for  a  year,  and  no 
doubt,  could  be  dlapenaed  with  for  an- 
other twelve  montha,  without  Iroparing 
the  efflclency  of  the  department. 

Aid.  FuUerton.  chairman  of  the  Are 
wardena  committee,  explained  that  what 
waa  wanted  waa  needed  for  the  regie- 
traUon  of  aUrma  In  the  proper  way. 
It  would  provide  a  check  on  the  men 
receiving  the  alarm,  and  also  would  ao 
record  the  numbera  turned  In  that  It 
could  be  read  In  a  second  when  time 
might  be  Invaluable. 

Other  aldermen  thought  that  thla 
might  be  a  proper  Item  on  which  to 
economlie.  but  Fire  Chief  Davis,  when 
appealed  to,  aald  that  while  one  part  of 
the  equipment  might  be  done  without, 
another  was  abaolutely  necessary.  That 
which  he  wanted  partlcuUrly  would 
cost  something  over  |400. 

Eventually  the  vote  was  carried  for 
the  latter  amount— Aid.  Todd  voting 
for  the  whole  11.000,  contending  that, 
after  spending  large  auma  In  bringing 
the  department  to  Ita  preaent  eUte  of 
emclency,  It  waa  fooUah  to  aave  ao 
email  an  amount  and  aaorlflce  securing 
equipment  complete  and   modem.

hia  reception  waa  a  hearty  one.  Me 
pointed  out  that  the  demand  for  lead 
produced  In  Iha  United  Statea  waa  about 
equal  to  the  output,  owlns  to  the  enor> 
moua  demanda  conae<|uent  upon  war; 
that  Canada  waa  buyln«  the  metal  in 
that  country  to  keep  ita  ahell  factorlea 
aupplled  with  raw  materlala;  that  It 
waa  alao  neceaaary  to  augment  the 
sine  and  copper  production  of  thia  coun- 
try for  the  aame  purpoae.  and  that  ttiia 
could  not  be  accompllahed  ualeaa  new 
capital  could  be  aacured  for  extaoaiona 
to  the  exiatinc  minlnc  «nd  reduction 
facllltlcB   of    the    Province. 

Following  the  MInlater  of  Mln^a,  Mr. 
Thomaa  D.  Caven  (Cranbrooh)  apoka 
briefly. '  The  debate  waa  adjourned  by 
Hon.  Thomaa  Taylor,  who  will  apeak 
thia  afternoon. 

"If  the  Oppoaltion  contlnuea  ita  at- 
tacka  aiainat  the  credit  of  the  Province 
the  rolnlnv  and  reduction  companlea 
will  Ond  It  extremely  difficult  to  aecure 
the  money  they  require  and  which  could 
be  mo»t  profltably  Inveated  In  develop- 
ing the  large  orn  raaervea  of  the  coun- 
try, and  which  la  neceaaary  If  the  coun- 
try la  to  aupply  tfta  munition  factorlea 
with  the  r<\w  metal  material  required 
for  their  work  of  aupplylng  munitlona 
for  the  Emplra'a  armlea,"  declared  Mr. 
Campbell.  • 

OaBate'a   Opportaalty 

There  waa  no  reaaon,  he  believed. 
Why  Canada,  If  Ita  mineral  reaourcea 
were  developed,  even  after  the  war 
ahuuld  not  control  partly.  If  not  wholly, 
the  «lnc  Induatry  pf  the  world.  Already 
thia  country  produced  »0  per  cent  of 
the  nickel  output  of  the  WCrld.  The 
Federal  Oovernment  had  under  eonaid- 
eratlon  plana  for  the  eaUbllahment  of 
a  nickel  rennery  and,  he  wao  conAdent, 
In  a  abort  time  the  problem  would  be 
worked  out  ^ereby  the  reflning  of  that 
metal  would  be  In  Canadian  banda. 
Thia  would  prove  of  great  Importance, 
aa  It  waa  pretty  generally  known  that 
Uerman  capital  waa  largely  intereated 
In  the  Canadian  nickel  depoalta  at  Sud- 
bury, Ontario.  There  waa  no  reaaon 
why  Uritlflh  Columbia  ahould  not  be 
placed  rttatlvely  In  the  aame  poaltlon 
in   rcapect  to  the  reflning  of  ainc. 

The  Canadian  Oovernmant  waa  now 
arranging  for  a  bounty  on  copper  pro- 
duced In  thia  Province,  which  would  vir- 
tually place  the  Province  In  control  of 
the  copper  output  of  Canada,  aa  well 
aa  of  the  «lno  production.  At  preaent 
Canada  waa  producing  about  thirty  per 
cent  of  the  lead  conaumed  In  the  manu- 
facture of  munitlona  In  Canada.  Brltlah 
Culumbla  practically  produced  all  the 
lead  output  of  the  Dominion,  and  un- 
leaa  that  output  were  aubatantlally  in- 
freaaed  It  waa  a  queatlon  In  hla  mind 
whether  munition*  contraeta  now  In 
bond    In    the    Eaat   could   be  completed. 

.VI r.  Campbell  referred  briefly  to  the 
condltlcna  eaperlenced  in  the  mining  In- 
duatry in  the  Blocan,  where  Improva- 
menta  In  reduction  proceaaea  had  ma- 
terially aided  ahlppera.  With  the  Intro- 
duction of  new  capital  the  diatrlct 
would  undoubtedly  return  to  th^  aame 
proai>eroua  condltlona  which  had  pre- 
vailed In  early  daya.  Improved  pro- 
resaen  had  had  a  almllaf  reault  In  cop- 
per mfnlng.  The  mlnera  were  now  able 
to  treat  lower  grade  orea  and  In  their 
development  higher  grade  ore  bodlea 
had  been  opened  up.  The  conaequenoe 
waa  the  conalderable  longthning  of  the 
life  of   the   propertlea. 

Canada.  Mr.  Campbell  atatad,  had 
heen  aaked  by  Oreat  Britain  to  increaae 
her  gold  output.  Tha  only  way  to  do 
ttilM  wai"  vo  have  all  gold  and  copper 
reflned  on  thia  aide  of  the  international 
boundary.  Thia  could  be  doa«  If  capi- 
tal were  available  wherewith  to  extend 
reflning   faclMtiea. 

Baltwajr   SwraUyaMBt 

Oppoaltion  crltlclam  of  the  railway' 
policy  of  the  Oovernment  waa  referred 
to  by  Mr.  Campltell.  wh6  pointed  to  the 
neceaalty  of  taking  Into  conalderatton 
the  Immenae  grain  yield  of  the  Prairie 
Provlnoea  laat  year  and  the  fact  that 
by  reaaon  of  the  oongeatlon  of  the  Eaat- 
ern  rallwaya  and  grain  atorage  faclll- 
tiea,  bocauae  of  the  enormoua  quantity 
to  be  handled,  there  yet  remained  about 
flfty  per  cent  of  the  crop  to  be  moved 
to  the  aeaboard.  He  waa  eonvtnced

had  raaumed  dividend  paymenta  and 
that  the  lumbar  induatry,  stimulated 
by  the  Pralrla  demand,  waa  paaalng 
through  a  period  of  almllar  Improva- 
mant  In  condltlona.  Many  logging 
campa  had  resumed  operailopa.  aqd  the 
output  for  the  coming  Hummer  prom- 
iaed  to  be  much  in  exceaa  of  that  of  a 
year  atb.  Stoeka  Were  '  ddpUted  and 
had  to  be  made  up.  The  Coast  milla 
Were  benefiting  In  the  aame  manner, 
and  tranaportatlon  companies  were  un- 
able to  supply  all  the  care  required.  It 
waa  certain  that  a  abortage  of  labor 
wautd  1)0  experienced  all'  over  tha  Prov* 
Ince,  especially  In  view  of  tha  large 
number  of  gaJUuit  men  wbo  had  en- 
llated    in    the    flght     for     Kmpir^  and 

JJlataMaa 

Keplylng  to  a  atateinent  In  the  Op- 
poaltion amendment  to  the  addreaa  In 
reply  to  the  Hpeech  from  the  Throne, 
In  which  he  waa  charged  with  having 
atated  at  UoasUnd  that  the  Vaucuuver 
laland  coal  mlnera'  strike  "was  brought 
about  by  an  'American'  mine  manager 
who,  unable  to  make  the  property  pay, 
took  that  method  of  covering  It  up," 
Mr.  Campbell  referred  to  The  Nelson 
L»aily  Newa,  of  February  II,  for  a  cor- 
rect report  of  what  he  had  aald.  There 
he  iuul  been  correctly  quoted  aa  being 
"of  the  opinion  thkt  it  waa  manipulated 
from  the  United  States  aide  of  the 
line."  Thia  aUtement,  he  said,  had  been 
baaed  on  an  article  by  Frank  It^rrlng- 
ton,  one  of  the  orgaalMra  of  the  mlnera 
In  connection  with  the  strike,  which 
bad  appeared  In  the  United  Mine  Work- 
era'  Journal,  of  March  27,  1»13.  There 
It  was  declared  that  the  great  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Miners'  Union 
"know  little  or  nothing  M  the  Import- 
ance of  this  contest,  -the  causes  leading 
up  to  It,  the  dllHcultles  encountered 
since  Its  Inception,  or  the  Influences 
that  have  been  used  to  defeat  the  min- 
ers." Farrlngton  then  proceeded  to 
ahow  that  Vanco^ver  Island  coal  had 
gained  such  a  hold  of  the  Paclflc  Coaat 
market  that,  despite  the  American  duty 
of  4B  cents  per  ton.  It  had  succeeded  In 
excluding  coal,  produced  at  a  Washing- 
ton mine,  from  the  Seattle  market,  and 
that  It  could  be  aold  at  a  price  In  Ore- 
gon which  prevented  competition  from 
the  adjoining  SUte  of  Washington. 
The  article  continued  aa  expressing 
Farrlngton'a  opinion  that  this  waa  not 
the  worst  feature  of  the  situation,  that 
extending  for  tOO  milea  along  the  Pa- 
clflc Coaat  from  Vancouver  Island  to 
Prince  Kupert  was  one  immense  bed  of 
high  grade  coal,  which  rich  aource  of 
supply  was  already  tapped  by  many 
mines  In  process  of  development.  Un- 
doubtedly this  area,  said  trie  article, 
would  become  one  of  the  greatest  coal- 
producing  centres  in  the  world. 

It  waa  from  thia  article  that  he  had, 
Hon.  Mr.  Campbell  stated,  drawn  his 
conclusion  that  tha  strtke  had  been 
manipulated  from  the  American  side, 
which  waa  so  vitally  interested  in  the 
competition  from  the  Vancouver  Island 
minea. 

In  concluding  Hon.  Mr.  Campbell 
aald:  "I  feel  this  Is  no  time  for  pessim- 
ism. The  Oovernment  should  do  Its  ut- 
most to  beneflt  those  Industries  which 
must  be  further  developed.  In  the  com- 
Ing  year  we  will  see  large  amounta  of 
capital  entering  th«  ProvMioe  to  de- 
velop ear  resources,  and  we  ahould  take 
heed  that  nothing  Is  done  to  affect  con- 
Bdfnce  In  the  great  poaalbllltles  of 
British  Columbia." 

iBtatlar  la  Froaparoaa 
Mr.  Thomas  B.  Caven  (Cranbrook) 
paid  a  tribute  to  BIr  Richard  McBrlde. 
whose  great  work  In  this  Province 
would  be,  he  was  aaaured.  continued  In 
his  new  office  aa  Agent-Oeneral  for  the 
Province  at  I^ndon.  To  Hon.  Mr. 
Campbell  he  extended  his  congratula- 
tions, declaring  him  to  be  a  man  cf 
business,  thoroughly  capable  to  hold 
the  responsible  office  of  MInlater  of 
Mlnea  and  one  who.  by  hia  auccesa  in 
hla  own  affaire,  brought  mature  expert- 
«nca  to  the  service  of  tba  Province.  In 
Premier  Bowser  he  waa  convinced  the 
Province  had  a  worthy  successor  to  Sir 
Richard  McUrlde.  and  one  Who  would 
carry  to  completion  those  great  pollclea 
which  had  been  Initiated  mo  success- 
fully. 

The  railway  policy  of  the  Conaerva- 
tive  Oovernment  had  been  aasailed  by 
the  Opposition  in  and  out  of  aeaaon,  but 
one  had  but  to  look  at  the  good  reanlta 
attendant  upon  other  Unea  to  aee  what 
beneflt  the  Oovemment's  policy  would 
bring  to  tha  Prorlnca:  Aa  a  rallwuy 
man  he  had  worked  upon  the  Crow'a 
Neat  line,  and  had  often  wondered  In 
the  early  yeara  of  its  operation  why  it 
had  t>een  built.  Yet  It  was  a  fact 
that  ao  section  of  the  C.P.It.  had  ever 
paid  any  higher  divldenda.  That  road 
had  opened  up  a  terrllary  of  immenae 
wealth,  its  advent  had  been  followed  by 
the  opening  up-  of  mlnea  tapping  im- 
mense quantiUea  of  mineral  wealth; 
large  amounts  of  capital  had  poured  in- 
to tha  country  gerved  by  the  road;  a 
vast  lumber  Indttstry  had  bean  atartad 
aad  large  areas  of  fertlU  Und  war* 
made  available  for  the  aettler,  land  on 
which  last  year  yields  as  high  aa  sixty 
bushels  per  acre  for  wheat  aad  IM 
buahela  for  oata  had  been  grown.  The 
Uovemment.'s  determination  to  aid  the 
farmer  by  supplying  anich  weeded  traaa- 
porutloB  faellltlea  had  proved  the  car- 
ract  policy  aad  one  which  was  a«w  tp 
ha  followed  up  hy  a  stataaanaalike  aiea- 
ettre  nader  which  flnanclal  aid  would

Mr.  Cava*,  daallag  with  laduauial 
aaadllleaa  la  hla  ooaaUtuaifey.  sUted 
the  tumhar  twtslaaaa  was  Improvlag 
greatly  aad  the  mill  man  were  getting 
to  the  poaltlon  where  they  would  aeeure 
return  an  ihalr  outlajrs.*  The  mills  bad 
orders  that  would  keep  tham  running. 
In  mining  the  proapecu  ware  of  tha 
brlghtaat.  shlpiaenia  were  lacraaatag 
aad  the  future  held  great  promlaa.  It 
was  true  that  the  population  of  the 
Province  had  decreaaed.  but  tbouaanda 
of  the  Provlncaa.  best  manhood  had  en- 
llatpd.

the  progresalve  meaaurea  which  had 
been  carried  through  by  tbe  Oovern- 
ment.

ON  PROHlBniN 

Large  Meeting  Commends  Mr. 
Bowser  for  His  Stand — Pro- 
hibitionists Urged  to  Stand 
by  Premier. 


Nearly  1.000  persona  who  packed  the 
Old  Victoria  Theatre  to  the  doora  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Peoplea'  Prohibition 
Party  last  night  endorsed  unanimously 
and  with  great  applause  a  reaolutlun 
commending  tbe  action  of  tbe  tjlovern- 
ment  of  British  Columbia  In  aubniUiiiig 
a  Prohibition  Bill  to  at  straight  major- 
ity vote  of  the  people  of  thia  Province. 

"Premier  Bowaer  has  given  the  Pro- 
hibition people  everything  they  asked 
for."  cried  Mr.  Joaeph  Patrick.  "It  la 
now  up  to  the  Prohibition  people  to 
stan^  by  the  Premier  and  back  him  up 
In  forcing  this  measure  through  the 
Mouse.  We  care  nothing  for  partlea. 
We  are  Prohibitionists  first,  second  and 
all  the  time." 

The  resolution,  which  was  moved  by 
Mr.  Patrick  and  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  J. 
Spencer,  read: 

"Resolved,  that  thia  meeting  notes 
with  great  aatlafactlon  the  announce- 
ment hy  the  Premier  of  the  declalon  uf 
the  KXecutlve  Council  of  tbe  Province 
with  reference  to  the  prohibition  of  tbe 
liquor  traffic; 

"And  that  thia  meeting  hereby  ex- 
presses Its  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
attitude  assumed  by  the  Kxecutlve 
Council; 

"And  that  this  meeting  hereby  re- 
quests the  members  of  the  Legislative 
Aaaembly  for  Victoria  City  to  give  all 
the  aaslstanee  In  their  power  to  the 
Executive  Council  In  carrying  out  Ita 
policy  as  announced  by  the  Honorable 
the  Premier. 

"And  that  copies  of  this  resolution 
be  sent  to  the  Hon.  the  Premier  and  to 
the  members  of  tbe  Legislative  As- 
sembly for  the  electoral  district  of  Vic- 
toria City."

said  former  Mayor  Cotterlll,  of  Seattle, 
who  came  to  Victoria  specially  to  at- 
tend the  meeting.  "The  time  fur  tem- 
porising with  tha  evil  la  past.  The 
doom  of  the  curae  which  baa  deatroyed 
the  beat  In  Humanity  has  now  been 
written  everywhere.  I  am  glad  to  come 
over  here  to  give  Brltlah  Columbia  en- 
couragement In  Ita  eftorta  to  place  It- 
aelf  In  line  with  Ita  neighbor,  the  State 
of  Washington." 

Mr.  Cotterlll  than  told  of  the  results 
of  prohibition   In   Washington. 

"I  come  to  tell  you  that  In  Waahlng- 
ton  since  we  went  dry  on  January  1  of 
this  y%ar  there  have  been  no  com- 
plalnta.  Bverybody  la  satisfied."  he 
said.  "The  State  of  Waahlngton  has 
not  gone  hurriedly  Into  the  extinction 
of  the  liquor  traffic.  It  has  been  a  mat- 
ter of  education  and  experience  through 
two  or  three  ganeratlona.  But  within 
the  laat  two  or  three  yeara  we  have 
been  barveating  the  reaulta  of  yeara  of 
education  and  effort  aralnst  an  evil  that 
bad  proved  too  mighty  to  t>o  overcome. 

"At  the  first  of  this  year,  counting 
Washington,  there  were  nine  solid 
states  which  added  themselves  to  the 
states  slready  dry.  giving  a  toul  of 
eighteen  statea  With  a  population  of 
10,000,000  under  atate-wlde  prohibition. 
Virginia  la  coming  In  within  another 
month  or  two.  When  Virginia  cornea  in 
We  will  have  nearly  aeventy-fiTe  per 
cent  of  the  area  of  the  United  States 
from  which  the  liquor  traffic  has  been 
banished.  And  within  that  area  raaidea 
nearly  flfty-flve  per  cent  of  the  total 
population  ef  our  land,  which  la  100.- 
•00.000.

"W^ith  an  adverse  vote  of  14.0#0  in 
thfe  city  itself,  prohibition  waa  forced  on 
Seattle  by  the  Slate  at  the  vote  la  No- 
vember. 101  «■  Although  thia  was  the 
Cfsa.  tb*  police  rasults  show  the  better 
conditions  Into  which  the  vote  of  the 
SUte  forced  the  cUi.  In  February. 
lOU,  under  the  licence  eystcm  thsre 
were  1,40>  arrests  In  .Seaitle  for  all 
eausea  In  February.  >01*,  the  arrests 
for  all  rauaes  totalled  701.  Prohibition

"The  figuraa  t«r  druakennya 
equally  aa  aaavlaclac-  The  arreaU 
(or  droakeaaaaa  la  Ifllt  were  411.  U 
Itld  the  arresu  for  druakanneaa  ware 
llT.  Thus  throwing  In  the  extra  leap 
year  day  prohibition  gave  a  reduction 
of  71  per  oaat  la  the  number  of  ar- 
reals  for  dranhaaaaaa  And  yet  they 
aay  Prohibitlan  doaaa't  prohibit.  In 
■eaUle  it  haa  reduead  the  number  ef 
arrests  for  drunkeaneas  by  three-quar- 
ters and  the  arrosta  for  all  other 
cauaes    by    practically   one-half. 

"Our  law  provides  for  the  prohibition 
of  the  manufacture  and  aale  of  liquors 
la  any  part  of  tha  Stats.  But  as  long 
aa  any  other  'SUte  of  the  Union  per- 
mits the  manufacture  and  aale.  It  la 
beyond  the  power  of  our  courts  to  stop 
the  people  of  the  city  of  Seattle  and 
the  State  of  Washington  from  purchas- 
ing liquor  In  any  other  State,  and  hav- 
ing it  brought  home  for  personal  and 
family   conaumptlon,    but    not    for    sale. 

"Persons  who  wisn  to  import  liquor 
must  go  to  the  County  Auditor's  oOoe 
and  take  an  oath  aa  to  the  quantity  of 
liquor,  the  kind  and  the  source  from 
which  they  wish  to  Import  It.  They  are 
then  given  a  red  label  which  must 
be  sent  with  the  order  to  be  attached  to 
the  sealed  package  that  la  aent  to  the 
purchaser.  Any  liquor  in  he  State  of 
Washington  found  running  around  with- 
out the  label  Is  contraband  and  aubject 
to  conflscatlon.  The  amount  of  liquor 
Imported  at  one  time  Is  limited  to 
either  two  quarts  of  spirits  or  twelve 
quarta  of  malt. 

"Under  these  conditions  thsre  were 
taken  out  during  February  In  King 
County,  In  which  Seattle  Is  located, 
4,270  orders,  four-flfths  of  which  were 
for  beer.  These  orders  called  for  an 
Importation  of  (.604  gallons  of  liquor 
a  month  or  about  80,000  gallons  a  year. 
Taking  the  population  of  Seattle  and 
the  vicinity  as  SCO.OOO,  this  means  an 
annual  consumption  of  only  one-flfth 
gallon  per  capita.  The  average  con- 
sumption of  the  United  States  for  the 
fiscal  year  Ending  June  20,  1>14,  was 
22 H  gallons  per  capita  per  year.  Ac- 
cordingly, under  Prohibition,  our  liquor 
consumption  Is  only  about  one  per 
cent  of  the  average  of  the  United 
States. 

ptlmalateg    Boslaeas 

"Considering  the  money  phase  of  the 
queatlon,  we  flnil  that  during  February 
the  thirty-nine  countlea  of  Washington 
placed  9,200  liquor  orders  averaging 
I2.&0  each.  This  gives  us  125,000  for 
the  month  spent  by  the  people  of  Wash- 
ingtan  for  liquor.  Under  the  licence 
system  the  liquor  bill  of  the  State  waa 
not  less  than  $30,000,000  a  year,  or 
•2,&00,000  a  month.  The  liquor  bill  of 
Seattle  alone  was  11,000,000  a  month. 
Februrary's  result  shown  that  under 
the  new  regime  the  expenditure  for 
liquor  has  been  cut  to  1  per  cent  of 
the    former   expenditure." 

Mr.  Cotterlll  declared  that  business  In 
every  line,  except  that  of  the  under- 
takers. Is  better  since  Prohibition 
came  into  force  in  Seattle.  Many  of 
tbe  expensive  bars  of  that  city  have 
been  fitted  up  as  lunch.  Ice  cream  and 
tea  rooms.  "The  proprietors  are  tak- 
ing in  more  money  than  they  did  with 
their  bars,  and  bealdea  thia,  they  have 
a  aense  of  self-respect  that  they 
couldn't  have  when  they  were  In  the 
UquoC  business.  I  urge  Prohibition 
upon  you  as  a  good  business  proposi- 
tion,"   said    Mr.    Cotterlll. 

Ayalnrt    OompeaaatloB 

The  Rev.  E.  A.  Henry,  of  Chalmers 
Church.  Vancouver,  aald  that  there  was 
no  legal  claim  for  comi>ensatlon  of  the 
liquor  traffic. 

"If  there  was  any  legal  right  for 
compenaatlon,  I  would  agree  to  com- 
pensation," he  said.  "But  there  are  no 
vested  righta  In^anada.  The  Supreme 
Court  of  Brltlah  Columbia  has  decided 
that  It  lies  only  within  the  power  of 
the  licence  commissioners  to  renew  a 
liquor  licence  and  this  has  a  tenure 
only  from  year  to  year  "^he  capital 
In  the  liquor  business  does  not 
repreaent  capital  Invested,  but  capital 
created  out  of  the  profltn  of  the  traffic. 
Prohibition  does  not  toimh  the  real 
property  of  the  hotel  keeper." 

There  were  several  questions  asked 
which  were  answered  by  TfT.  C.  T.- 
Scott and  Mr.  Cotterlll,  the  latter  say- 
ing that  from  the  experience  uf  Seattle 
Prohibition  is  not  a  panacea  fur  all 
social  Ills,  but  that  It  goes  a  long  way 
towards  providing  decent  living  condi- 
tions. 

The  Rev.  John  Qibson  Inkster  asked 
for  a  liberal  collection  as  "the  Vsn- 
oouver  Island  section  of  the  Peoples' 
Prohibition  Movement  Is  fSOO  In  the 
hole." 

Mayor  McBeath,  of  Vancouver,  de- 
clared that  sentiment  In  his  city  waa 
strongly    In    favor   of    Prohibition.
